BEGIN SUMMARY: BELGIANS INTRODUCED OCOMPROMISE FORMULATION ON 
FLANK SECURITY AT JULY 5 SPC . GREEK, TURKISH, NORWEGIAN, 

DUTCH, ITALIAN AND UK REPS INDICATED INTEREST. SPC NEXT 
CONSIDERS FLANK SECURITY ON JULY 15. END SUMMARY. 

1. SPC JULY 5 RETURNED TO QUESTION OF FLANK SECURITY. 

2. BELGIAN REP (VAN ROEY) INTRODUCED COMPROMISE FORMULATION 
SECRET 
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WHICH READS AS FOLLOWS: "FORCES WITHDRAWN ACCORDING TO THE 
PRESENT AGREEMENT WILL NOT BE REDEPLOYED, DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY, 
IN GEOGRAPHICAL REGIONS WHERE THEIR ADDED PRESENCE WOULD EITHER 
INFRINGE THE PRINCIPLE THAT FORCE REDUCTIONS IN CENTRAL EUROPE 
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SHOULD NOT DIMINISH THE SECURITY OF THOSE COUNTRIES HAVING 
PARTICIPATED IN THE NEGOTIATIONS WITH SPECIAL STATUS, OR CIRCUM- 
VENT THE OBJECTIVE PURSUED IN THIS AGREEMENT OF ENHANCING 
ATABILITY AND SECURITY IN CENTRAL EUROPE." BELGIAN REP NOTED 
THAT PREVIOUS GREEK AND DUTCH FORMULATIONS HAD NOT BEEN ACCEPTED 
BY SPC AND HOPED BELGIAN FORMULATION WHICH DREW FROM 
BOTH COULD CONSTITUTE BASIS OF ACCORD. 

3. TURKISH REP FOUND BELGIAN FORMULATION VERY INTERESTING AND 
THOUGHT SUCH A CONTRIBUTION NECESSARY TO ACCELERATE SPC WORK ON 
FLANK SECURITY. HE NOTED. HOWEVER, REMOVAL OF GREEK REFERENCE 
TO NON-REDEPLOYMENT OF FORCES WITHDRAWN FROM REDUCTION AREAS 
INTO AREAS ADJACENT TO SPECIAL STATUS PARTICIPANTS. HE NOTED 
ALSO THE PROBLEM OF DEPLOYMENT OF OTHER THAN WITHDRAWN 
FORCES. HE ASKED IF THE BELGIAN REFERENCE TO REDEPLOYMENT 
"DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY" WAS INTENDED TO COVER THESE ISSUES. 

BELGIAN REP REPLIED THAT THESE WORDS WERE SO INTENDED. 

4. NORWEGIAN REP ALSO FOUND BELGIAN FORMULATION VERY INTERESTING 
BUT NOTED THAT UNDIMINISHED SECURITY APPLIES TO ALL PARTICIPANTS, 
NOT JUST THOSE WITH SPECIAL STATUS AS STATED IN BELGIAN FORMULATION. 

5. NETHERLANDS REP PICKED UP THIS POINT AND ALSO NOTED THAT 
OBJECTIVE OF ENHANCING STABILITY AND SECURITY APPLIES NOT JUST 
TO CENTRAL EUROPE AS IN BELGIAN FORMULATION BUT TO WHOLE 
ALLIANCE. HE ALSO NOTED THAT WILLOT, THE AUTHOR OF BELGIAN 
FORMULATION, HAD CONFIRMED TO HIM THE MEANING OF "DIRECTLY OR 
INDIRECTLY" IN THE SAME WAY VAN ROEY UNDERSTOOD IT. 

NETHERLANDS REP ALSO POINTED OUT DUTCH PORPOSAL (REF A, PARA 5) 
CALLED FOR CONSULTATION PROCEDURE BUT BELGIAN FORMULATION DOES 
NOT. HOWEVER, SEPARATE BELGIAN PROPOSAL FOR PARA 37 OF C-M(73)83 
(REVIEW AND WITHDRAWAL PROVISION) DOES CALL FOR CONSULTATION 
PROCEDURE. (REF B). THEREFORE THIS DUTCH POINT MAY BE COVERED. 

6. ITALY THOUGHT BELGIAN FORMULATION SEEMED ACCEPTABLE BUT 
WAS A LITTLE VAGUE IN NOT STRICTLY DEFINING THE GEOGRAPHIC 
REGIONS WHERE ADDED PRESENCE OBJECTIONABLE. UK REP SAW

PROBLEM WITH BELGIAN PHRASE "REDEPLOYED, DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY, 

IN GEOGRAPHICAL REGIONS WHERE THEIR ADDED PRESENCE...". 

UK WANTED TO PRESERVE FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT OF ACE MOBILE FORCE. 

HE THEREFOR PREFERRED SIMPLE DUTCH FORMULATION "NOT TO 
REDEPLOY THEIR FORCES IN MANNER INCONSISTENT WITH PRINCIPLE OF 
UNDIMINISHED SECURITY ". HE ALSO NOTED THAT ALTHOUGH HE 
FOUND BELGIAN PROPOSAL VERY INTERESTING UK COULD ALSO WORK 
WITH EITHER DUTCH OR GREEK FORMULATION (REF C) ALTHOUGH EITHER 
WOULD REQUIRE MODIFICATIONS. 

7. US REP, SPEAKING PERSONALLY, SAID BELGIAN FORMULATION 
SEEMED TO HIM A WERIOUS EFFORT AT COMPROMISE. HE WELCOMED 
ITS MORE GENERAL REFENENCE TO GEOGRAPHIC REGIONS. HE SAID HE 
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WOULD REPORT THE PROPOSALAND THE REACTIONS TO IT PROMPTLY 
TO WASHINGTON. 

8. GREEK REP CALLED THE BELGIAN PROPOSAL A WELL INTENDED 
ATTEMPT AT COMPORMISE. HE THOUGHT UK CONCERN ABOUT ACE MOBILE 
FORCE WAS HANDLED BY REFERENCE TO EXCEPTIONS FOR NORMAL 
EXERCISES AND ROTATIONS CONTAINED IN GREEK FORMULATION. HE 
OBSERVED THAT IF OTHER DELEGATIONS WERE PREPARED TO ACCEPT THE 
BELGIAN FORMULATION, ESPECIALLY THE US, THE GREEKS WOULD 
CONSIDER IT IN A POSITIVE SPIRIT. 

9. SPC AGREED TO RETURN TO BELGIAN AND OTHER FORMULATIONS ON 
MONDAY, JULY 15. 

10. COMMENT: BELGIAN FORMULATION IS SUBSTANTIALLY THAT 
REPORTED IN REF D, PARA 8, WITH MODIFICATION OF ORIGINAL 
BELGIAN REFERENCE TO INDIMINISHED SECURITY FOR 

ALL PARTICIPANTS.AND WITH ADDITION OF NON-CIRCUMVENTION NOTION 
DRAWN FROM DUTCH PAPER. MISSION WHISHES TO REITERATE NEED OR 
FORTHCOMING US REACTION TO BELGIAN PROPOSAL AT JULY 15 SPC, 

AS RECOMMENDED IN REF E. RUMSFELD
